During the “Black empowerment” era of the UUA, he was selected as the first and 
founding Chair of the Black Unitarian-Universalist Caucus (BUUC), and served on its 
social change foundation, the Black Affairs Council (BAC). Dr. Sanyika (fka Hayward 
Henry Jr,) was the principal architect of the concept of “Black Humanism,” and was 
a key leader who led the “Exodus” of 1500 Black members out of the denomination 
in the 70s to pursue and further develop Black Humanism and the Black Humanist 
Fellowship.
